AX IMPASSABLE GUL.F. 


Is this quadrennial agitation in favor of 
international bimetallism conducted in 
good faith, or do our opponents really 
desire to maintain the ^old standard 
permanently? Ar» they willing to con- 
fess the superiority of a double standard 
wh^n joined in by Uie leading' nations 
of the world or do they still insist that 
gold is the only metal suitable 
for 


standard money among civilized na- 
tions? 


If they are, In fact, desirous of secur- 


ing- bimetallism we may expect them to 
point out the evils of a gold standard. If, 
on the other hand, they are bending 
their energies toward the permanent 
establishment of a gold standard under 
cover of a declaration In favor of inter- 
national bimetallism, I am justified in 
suggesting that honest money oannot be 
expected, at ths hands of those who 
deal dishonestly with the American 
people. 


What Is the test of honesty in money? 


It must certainly bo found in the pur- 
chasms power of the dollar. An abso- 
lutely honest dollar would not vary in 
hs general purchasing power; it would 
be absolutely stable when measured by 
avemte prices A dollar which m'-ivases 
in purchasing- power is just as dishonest 
as a dollar which decreases In purchas- 
ing power Prof Laughlin, now of the 
University of Chicago, an one of 
the

ident pad vice prc-sideht of the United 
States, \vus provc-ii by the grour:-; oi hov- 
i-reij;!i eleutors which, early as tho mid- 
dle of till- afternoon, began to coma un- 
der tht- trees iu iladisou square, \T)iicli 
by 5 o'c-loct had been reinforced by 
hundreds, at G o'clock was multiplied to 
expectant thousands, aud by 7 swelled 
to a straining, clamoring army. 


New York had discussed for weeks 


tho master stroke of oratory by which 
the Nebraskan inspired the tidal wave 
of enthusiasm that swept him into the 
highest place in the gift of his party, 
and curiosity was rife whether the can- 
didate was equal to a second speech 
that might aid iu winning for him the 
foremost ofiice in the gift of his coun- 
try. 


Therefore the nssenuriy waited eager- 


ly to discover what manner of man he 
was of whom they had read so much 
about and what manner of speech was 
his which had such power over a great 
party convention. On this .sultry night 
the wide oval of the garden was a fur- 
uace in which 20,000 wer? to suffer a 
fiery torture for their enthusiasm's sake.

as a leading article of cominerc*. 


A glovers" company was established 


in liondon in 14C4, but was not char- 
tered until 1SS3. In 1661 a company 
for the manufacture and sale of gloves 
was " incorporated in Worcester, Eng- 
land, where the trade flourishes at the 
present time, the famous English "dog- 
skin," made really from Cape sheepskin, 
and of a warm tan color, being unap- 
proached in excellence by any other 
makers. 


Paris ia a glove market- for the whole 


world. In the Swiss mountains kids are 
raised especially for this industry and 
great pains are- taken to have the ani- 
mals killed while the skin is fine and 
soft 
Tanneries at Millau. Annonay, 


Paris and Grenoble prepare them for the 
stitchers. But there are not enough kids 
raised in France to supply the great de- 
mand for gloves, and the gamins of 
Paris find steady and profitable employ- 
ment catching rats at the mouths of the 
great drains of the city to eke out the 
trade. 
Dogs and even cats contribute 


also, though supplying aa iuferior ar- 
ticle of kid. 


In ancient days a glove represented a 


contract or pledge, a substitute for the 
hand, being cast down by one contract- 
ing parry to be taken up by the other. 
It also represented a challenge, to throw 
down the glove often being an invita- 
tion to mortal combat.

time to gire an enemy a glove ia a pa- 
cific manner was a pledge of faith, to 
break which was regarded as a crime. 
The borderers of Scotland were so par- 
ticular about this use of the giove that

Free sil- 
ver and free gold were embodied in th 
statutes cf tte country, and there was 
no desire to dc-monetizfj either. There 
was no more necessity for a national 
Democratic convention to take a position 
respecting the free coinage of silver 
than there was for it to make a decla- 
ration in respect of the law cf gravita- 
tion.

Rcvejiled by Photography. 


Ey tho aid of photography it has been 


possible to get pictures of tilings ibut 
the naked eye cannot catch, somc'tinws 
because they pass so swiftly, again be- 
cause they are tco small to be seer, bj 
the unaided sight. 


Star photography is perhaps the n\.-£t 


illustrions instance. By attaching pho- 
tograph apparatus to a very powt-rfnl 
telescope and leaving the plate exposed 
a ccusidiirublu time it h;is been found j 
that on the plate are stars invisible r... j 
th'j nuked eye. By again enlarging u;e i 
picture on the plate, it has been possible 
to esitrmue more or less narrowly iht- 
star photograph. Similar methods arc 
adopted in taking photographs of the 
snn during an eclipse. It is too bright 
for the eye to look at sreadily, but the 
photograph plate starts at it calmly and 
uuwinkingly and gets its picture* in 
spite of it. 


Results which fill the mind with ad- 


miration and wonder have been obtained 
by photographing electrical discharges 
as they occur simply in the ordinary 
course of laboratory experiments. 
One 


picture will show a discharge resembling 
in shape and symmetry a beautiful 
flower or plant, as a fern or carnation. 
Again there will be a picture closely re- 
sembling in outline a starfish. In the 
lightning discharge as in the fish, star 
or flower, nature repeats the ideas fixed 
in her mind and gives us tho samo 
shapes.

On Cumberland street 
gold has beers discovered in large qaan- 
tities,'-and the prospectors are still at 
work. It is the pure metal, too, withcit 
alloy, and no quartz crushers or giant 
separators or electric plants are required 
to disintegrate it. 


The Brooklyn Watch Case company 


has had its factory for 34 years at 
FoTirth avenue and Warren street. The 
Fay watch case factory has been on 
Gum oerland street for almost • as many 
years. Recently the two concerns have 
consolidated, and a new factory has 
been opened. The two city factories 
have been stripped and dismantled, ex- 
cent the gold hunting, and it is this 
search after bnried treasure which has 
given rise over Brooklyn to aJl sorts of 
stories about remarkable gold discov- 
eries.

distliressful country." Ho was an Irish- 
man, andVhen he abused things in gen- 
eral, as frontier officers occasionally do, 
the powerful eloquence of the Celtic 
tongue relieved his feelings best. From 
time to time he looked out into the 
darkness, but there was little to be seen;' 
the shadow of the trees closed round 
tho camp lite a wall, and no sound 
other than the usual night voices of the 
African forest broke the stillness. From 
a hidden creek came the floundering and 
splashing of an alligator; at times the 
branches of the cottonwoods rattled as 
a monkey swung himself from bough to 
bough, or the rustling of grasses marked 
the passage of a huge .snake.

Size of the Perch. 


The general opinion concerning the 


perch in tho poultry house is that it 
should be nearly round and of a size 
that can be clasped about with the 
claws. There arc those, however, who 
advocate tho wide and the reasons they 
give we: The claws are not doubled up, 
but npread straight out, thus helping to 
relievo foruo of tho weight of the body 
from tho breastbone, thereby tending to 
keep it quite straight, which is a diffi- 
cult thing to do where narrow perches 
are used. 


The heavy breeds should never be al- 


lowed to roost on perches, but should be 
bedded on the floor, and the light breeds 
should have wide perchos.

For hcus cook the eggs bard, [ 
remove the shells and feed 0 eggs once [ 
a day to 12 hens. For chicks use the 
eggs" raw. Boat yolk mid white together 
and thicken with bread or eorume-ul, 
allowing tin egg for 10 chicks under i 
weeks old onco u day. Occasionally it 
may be varied by giving a hard boiled 
egg to the same number of chicks by 
simply chopping or crumbling the eggs. 
As the chicks grow the allowance may 
be increased. Of course it pays better, 
as a rule, to sell tho oggs and buy other 
fooo1 for fowls. 


Selection of ttrecdlng Stock. 


In all breeds will be found some fowls 


that are worthless. Unless careful se- 
lection of Ihe breeding frtook is made 
before March it will be too late, What- 
ever tho conditions may bo or the. breed 
preferred, aim to secure vigor, and espe- 
cially be careful not to allow n bird in 
iho flock that has been sick or that came 
from a farm on which were sick fowls. 
Be cautious ou that point, and it will 
gave many hours that would 
be used in doctoring the flock.
